A suggestion of the utmost import- 
ance to concert-givers is made in the 
London Referee by a writer who thinks 
he has discovered the secret of the 
stereotyped character of piano redtals 
which largely accounts for the small 
audiences at such redtals. 

^’Because the giant pianists play froin 
memory," he says, . “tberefore the lessor 
lights must do likewise, though oft^o 
writh disastrous results alike to the com- 
poser and to the executant Nor do 
tile giants tbdnscJvei escape the evils 
attendant on this custom. The st^i 
on the memory is so great that slips are 
by no means uncommon," and *^to the 
sensitive musician such moments are 

most disturbing If pianists had 

the courage to play with music in front 
of them we should hear far more novd- 
ties, and young composers would re- 
ceive much more encouragement" * f 
There is a good deal of truth in these 
remarks. The writer might have 
strengthened his case by referring to the 
fact that while ^zt, the originator pf 
the habit of playing a whole programme 
from memory, found it an advantage 
because his memory was well-nigh io- 
fallible, the greatest of his successora, 
Rubinstein, _ suffered tortures, by his 
own confession, in the later years of his 
life, from the constant fear of being left 
in the lurch by his memory; and Aat 
this was one of the main reasons why 
he refused to make a second tour in 
America, Nor can it be doubted that 
Paderewski would come out of his long 
American tours in better health than he 
usually docs if he did not have to rely 
heavily on his memory. To be sure, 
is a trtmendous advantage in 
from memory — an advantage 
sjmilar to t^t whic^ an orator has over 
a reader.
